WHAT DOES S.R. A. 
STAND FOR?

S.R.A. stands for Southwestern 
Rodeo Association to most people. 
but to rodeo hands it stands for 
a rodeo organization for working 
people who rodeo on the side. 
There are many hands in South 
Texas that fall into this category, 
and for them it provides a point 
award system, a little “added” 
money, and a control over the 
stock they have to contest with 
and the people they have to con- 
test against. 

The SRA — and this is from 
memory, so please forgive any er- 
rors—was conceived back in late 
1949 or early 1950. At that time, 
their first show was held in Cuero 
each March and the awards were 
presented to the past year’s cham- 
pions. The SRA_ permitted their 
boys to work any show, open or 
closed, although the RCA would 
never agree to permit the SRA 
boys to work their shows. 

The SRA rocked along pretty 
smooth until 1956. They had 3 or 
4 different stock contractors dur- 
ing that time, with only Frank 
Harris remaining at present. 

Early in the summer of 1956 a 
few, 3 or 4 in number, of the di- 
rectors got together and voted to 
disband the SRA. This was not 
a representative group and acted 
without authority. Their idea was 
to go RCA. 

This worked a hardship on 
many towns, because most were 
not making enough money from 
their rodeos to meet the RCA 
added money demands. Also, SRA 
hands are basically working men 
and not full-time professionals. 
Another problem was the racial 
question, as negroes are barred 
from SRA competition, whereas 
they are permitted in the RCA.

Few ranches have been given 
the name of Empire and the 101 
was one of the few that were given 
that name and deserved it, for tru- 
ly the 101 was an empire. In all of 
its glory the 101 depended on no 
outside help in any way of the 
necessities of life. The old ranch 
that 
lived in a dugout in the side of a 


was founded by pioneers 


hill with a tribe of Indians, the 
Poncas, for neighbors. It was this 
self-sufficient breed of pioneers 
that built an empire from a hum- 
ble dugout. 

The 101 had one hundred and 
one thousand acres in its domain. 
The cotton grown on the 101 was 


ginned, milled and made _ into 
clothes on the ranch itself; a pack- 
ing plant furnished the meat. The 
hides were tanned and made into 
shoes, boots, harness and saddles 
without ever leaving home. The 
101 had their own oil wells and re- 
finery. Their own currency car- 
ried the 101 brand and was used 
in trade at the famous 10] store. 

Today the 101 brand is the re- 
gistered brand of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Gibbs of Valley Mills, 
Texas. Mrs. Gibbs is the daughter 
of the fabulous Col. Zack Miller, 
the man who with the help of his 
brother made the 101 world fam- 
ous. Jim and Blev are actively en- 
gaged in the cattle business, and 
have farming interests in the Tex- 
as Panhandle. You can always find 
a few good Quarter horses at their 
headquarters and you will find 
them at most of the shows around 
Texas. Although Jim and Blev 
aren't engaged in the horse busi- 
ness they, like so many other, get 
a big kick out of participating in 
the shows. Jim is also with the 
Livestock Sanitary Commission 
and is a familiar figure around 
the livestock sale barns and fairs 
of Central Texas. 

The beautiful ranch style home 
of the Gibbs family is a modern 
dream but one that has not for- 
gotten to pay tribute to the past.

events of her life and the history 
of the ranch. Occasionally | would 
ask her about some event and as 
a result I kept the good people 
up half of the night. Little Jimmy, 
their daughter, fell asleep on her 
daddy’s lap and the family dachs- 
hund on mine, while Blev’s sto- 
ries carried us back into the past. 

She laughed and told of how 
when Col. Zack as a boy with his 
companion, Spotted Face, a white 
boy with a birthmark on his face, 
learned to be a couple of the best 
judges of horseflesh on the 101. 
There was an old Indian, Sits-on- 
the-Hill. who had the misfortune 
to be born without hair and as a 
result was a tribal outcast because 
his tribe thought that his misfor- 
tune was the mark of the evil 
spirit. Col. Zack and his young 
companion would ride by the In- 
dian and if they felt that their 
horses were the fastest they would 
poke fun at his hair-less condition. 
If they had misjudged his horse 
then Sits-on-the-Hill’s _ bull-whip 
would singe their pants as they 
tried to outrun him. Later Sits-on- 
the-Hill became the outstanding 
medicine man of the Ponca tribe 
when he told the tribal council 
that his condition was the mark of 
the Great Spirit and not the Evil 
Spirit. He told them that his sign 
would be a ring around the moon 
on the next night and the night 
after that a storm would blow 
away every tepee of the Poncas 
except his. 

Either Sits-on-the-Hill was a 
good guesser or the Great Spirit 
really paid him a visit, for that 
is the way it happened. After that 
no person challenged his right to 
the post of top medicine man of 
the Poncas.

family. At the peak of 101 fame 
there were 300 Indians with the 
show. The 101 road show was 
made up of 1.400 people from all 
nations, 600 horses. nine ele- 
phants, buffalo and cattle. It took 
thirty railroad cars to transport 
the show. The Millers had their 
own private car that was described 
as a rolling palace. Bley and her 
brother. Zack, Jr.. entered the 
show at an early age. Blev started 
work with the show at the age of 
three. 

The show toured Europe and 
played to a command performance 
for four Queens at one time in 
London. On their European tour 
Col. Zack and his brother Joe saw 
Napolean’s saddle which was 
plated with gold and silver and 
studded with precious jewels. The 
brothers decided then and there 
that no one would own a finer 
saddle than the 101. Upon their 
return to this country they had 
Tio Sam Myers of El Paso make 
them a saddle that had fifteen en- 
graved silver plates, 166 dia- 
monds, 120 rubbies, seventeen 
sapphires and four garnets. The 
saddle cost $10,000 and was later 
valued $20,000 as a result of the 
increase in the value of the stones. 

In 1928. Col. Zack bought 36,- 
000 head of cattle in Florida.

The American way of life and 
our innate desire for outdoor liv- 
ing makes western attire the fav- 
orite of all ages for work and play. 
One is just as apt to see western 
style clothes worn east of the Mis- 
sissippi and on the Atlantic sea- 
board as in Texas. Western wear 
is increasing in popularity and 
rightly so. It is the only traditional 
clothing of America. People who 
wear it are not necessarily cow- 
boys, but dress in the western 
style because they like casual 
clothes and especially the fit, 
freedom and comfort it affords. 

In recent years, interest in rid- 
ing has reached a new high and a 
number of Riding Club have been 
formed, especially among the 
youth. Rodeos, Horse Shows, trail 
rides and parades appeal to every- 
one all over the country. For in- 
stance the A.J.R.A. is a non-pro- 
fessional Junior Cowboy and Cow- 
girl organization whose goals are 
high and benefits far-reaching. We 
believe that this is one of the most 
constructive activities among our 
youth. Practically all of these 
groups have distinctive matching 
shirts and “TEXAS TOGS” has 
been called upon to help design 
and furnish shirts for Riding 
Clubs and Western Bands. 

Lt. Colonel Frank M. Nims of 
Mountain Home Air Force Base in 
Idaho stopped in the office the 
other day. He was telling us that 
heretofore, parents were at their 
wits’ end to provide entertainment 
for the youngsters at the Base 
during the summer vacation. The 
Silver Sage Riding Club was or- 
ganized for adults and children. 
The club now has more than sixty 
fine horses and has brought neigh- 
bors and friends, adults and child- 
ren on the Base closer together. 
They all eagerly look forward to 
the meetings and rides. 

Western style is influencing 
every type of clothing. Take pants 
for instance; the lower rise and 
that slim lean look is another 
adaption of western styling. Grow- 


ing in popularity is the large felt 
hat with the western crease which 
may be seen in Washington, D.C. 
or in the far west. Also popular is 
the “Mak,” an all wool finger tip 
coat in bold stripes, made in San 
Antonio. The choice of clothes 
worn by the part-time cowboy and 
the working cowboy varies. The 
working cowboy wants — sturdy 
serviceable clothes that look and 
wear well. 

The western shirt is of the ut- 
most importance in styling. West- 
ern shirts are always trim looking 
and give the impression of careful 
grooming on any wearer. For 
everyday use the working cowboy 
prefers a chambray shirt in gray. 
tan, blue or maize, denim or ging- 
ham, in checks or plaids. | For 
Sunday church and dress-up, he 
wears a white western shirt. Last 
season’s pink was all the “Rage” 
and is still a favorite in some 
areas. The part-time cowboy pre- 
fers something with more “flair.” 
Print broadcloth in paisley, simu- 
lated wood, block and striped de- 
signs are popular. However. the 
plaid and check gingham, woven 
cord stripes, novelty stripes and 
solid color broadcloth in a wide 
range of colors are a good stand- 
by. One of our best selling num- 
bers for both part-time and work- 
ing cowboy, women and children, 
is the Bandanna print. This is 
truly an American fashion. Most 
recent fashion trend is the match- 
ing family group shirts which are 


featured by “TEXAS TOGS.” 


The diamond shaped pearl snap 
is new and widely acceptable. 
For Rodeos, Fat Stock Shows 


and all the social events connected 
with them, an entirely different 
shirt is worn and runs the gamut 
of fabric and design. Some ela- 
borately embroidered and origi- 
nal outfits cost $500.00. 

However. whether it is an ela- 
borate individually designed out- 
fit or a conventional western shirt 
as mentioned above, the fact re- 
mains that western wear has come 
into its own, and its influence is 
having an effect on American 
fashions today.

Marion’s Girl. a classy little 
cutting horse with spontaneous re- 
flexes. who won the world cham- 
pionship cutting horse title in 
1954. pranced her way to top 
honors here recently in Midland’s 
Rodo-Esta. 

The finale of the rodeo season 
here pitted a sharp twirling bunch 
of New Mexico cowboys against 
a quartet from Texas. And the 
gang from the Land of Enchant- 
ment walked off with a $1,000 
added purse in the featured event 
—calf roping. 

The first annual classic was 
sponsored by the Midland County 
Sheriff's posse. 

Marion’s Girl is owned by 
Marion Flint. Midland rancher. 
She added her latest laurels with 
Buster Welch on board. 

Jim Bob Altizer, of Del Rio. 
was clocked in the best individual 
calf roping performance. Altizer 
amassed a total of 52.7 seconds 
on four calves, including a sensa- 
tional 11-second fourth tie. 

The mark was equalled by a 
Del Rio teammate, James Leonard. 

But the Texans were plagued 
with bad luck. World Champion 
Toots Mansfield of Big Spring 
was charged with one 10-second 
penalty for breaking the barrier, 
and J. L. Sawyers of Garden City 
had to use two loops on one calf 
and three on another. 

The Texans’ aggregate timing 
was 302.7 seconds. The New Mex- 
icans’ skinned through with a total 
282.2 seconds. 

Midland’s Ruth Ann Bell forced 
Frances Motley of Colorado City 
into a runoff for first place in 
barrel racing. And the Mitchell 
County lass won. She received a 
handsome $200 saddle for the top 
spot. 

Chickasha Mike. owned by 
Leonard Proctor, another Midland 
rancher, trailed Marion’s Girl in 
the cutting horse contest. J. T. 
Fisher was in the saddle. 

Poco Mona, owned and ridden 
by B. A. Skipper of Longview, was 
third. Fourth place went to Little 
Tom W., owned and ridden by 
Phillip Williams of Tokyo.

Hoot Gibson and 
scores of others. Bill Pickett 
started the sport of Bull Doggin’ 
on the 101 and it was on the 101 
that he was killed in 1932 in a 
roping accident. The men who 
worked on the 101 and with the 
show were proud of their brand. 
Buck Lucas had a bucking horse 
tatoo with the 101 brand put on 
his fore-arm to show his pride 
in the brand that he worked for. 
It was on the 101 that the first 
western movies were made. Speak- 
ing of movies, there may be one 
made of the 101: but Jim and 
Blev said that no movie would 
ever be made of the ranch unless 
it was entirely true. Col. Zack 
turned down several fat offers 
during his lifetime because Holly- 
wood felt that it had to doctor 
the story up. 


One of the stories that I like 
best concerning the 101 family is 
the story of Chief White Eagle 
of the Poncas and the horse that 
he chose to ride to the Happy 
Hunting Grounds. To me. this 
story above all others showed the 
strong character and the generos- 
ity of the Millers. 

When Chief White Eagle was 
on his death-bed he was paid a 
visit by Joe Miller. The 101 had 
found among its horse herd a two- 
year-old colt that was the most 
beautiful and intelligent of all 
their horses. The colt was a straw- 
berry roan with flax mane and

tail. His body was covered with 
dapples and deep red spots cover- 
ed his hips. White Eagle asked 
his old friend for the horse so 
that he would have a good horse 
for his ride into the Spirit world. 
Joe Miller was heart broken about 
the request but could not refuse 
a friend. When the horse was led 
to the grave of White Eagle an 
old Indian named Mark Buffalo 
Head walked up and asked Joe, 
“Joe, why not give White Eagle 
a sorry horse? He dead now, he 
not know the difference.” Joe 
turned to him and replied, “When 
I meet White Eagle up there, I 
want to be able to look him in 
the eye. I couldn’t do it if I 


welched on 
a friend.” 

Col. Zack passed away in 1952 
at his home in Valley Mills. I told 
Blev and Jim that I had always 
wanted to meet him but wouldn't 
go to see him because | thought 
that he might feel that I was im- 
posing on him. They told me that 
they wished that I had, for Col. 
Zack loved people and never met 
a stranger.
